She Takes Poiaon Became Her Mother 


Will Drink. 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 18 —Little Annie 


Haley, 14 years old, is dying from a self- 
administered dose of paris green. Her 
mother is addicted to the use of liquor, 
and some months ago was brought before 
the court for intoxication. She was sen- 
tence to sixty days in jail, but her sen- 
tenced was suspended on her promise to 
abstain from alcoholic bereragts. She 
kept her vow until Wednesday when, in 
some way, she obtained enough liquor to 
make her drunk, and she was arrested 
and taken to the police station to await 
transfer to the jail to serve out her origi- 
nal sentence. Just before her removal to 
the county prison her husband, James 
Haley, rushed breathlessly into the sta- 
tion crying out ''For God's sake let my 
wife come home home; Annie Is dying." 


Took Bar Vow Too Late. 


Briefly told he told the story, and a mo- 


ment later the mother was released from 
her cell and, entering a hack, was driven 
to her home. Annie had been to ncuool, 
but at recess learned of her mother's ar- 
rest. She obtained her dismissal, walked 
to the nearest drug store and bought a 
box of parls green. She went home to 
her chamber, swallowed the poison and 
was found unconscious by her father 
when he returned home. 
Three physi- 


cians worked over her for hours. She re- 
covered consciousness when her mother 
arrived, and their meeting was pathetic. 
At the bedside of her dying child the 
mother took a vow to abstain from intox- 
icants 
The physicians have no hope that 


they can save the girl's life.

WASHINGTON, Sept 18.—It has been as- 


serted that the attorney general would 
begin an active prosecution of the anti- 
trust law by making a test case against 
the dressed beef trust, which la popu- 
larly supposed to be an octupus havms 
Its main haunts in and about Chicago. 
Solicitor General Tatt said Friday that 
the department of justice has no designs 
on this particular trust. He gaid it was 
proposed to make a war against all 
trusts and break them up if the law was 
strong enough for that purpose. To that 
end a letter bud bec'ii stut to the district 
attorneys throughout the country telling 
;hem to investigate those trade combina- 
tions in their localities which were re- 
puted to be trusts 


Trusts Particularly Mentioned. 


District attorneys wero reminded that 


;here was a popular belief that a beef 
;rust existed in the west and an oil trust 
n theeast. These trusts were particular- 
,y mentioned as indicating the department 
of justice's view that the popular rumors 
concerning trusts should bo followed up 
and verified if possible in order that pros- 
ecution rniqht be commenced th>s fall.

was not intended, so it was claimed, to 
confine the investigation to these trusts 
or to make them test rases, but to make a 
clean sweep of them all 
They were in- 


stanced an among a class which the public 
bad done the most talking about, and any 
•eeming prosecution might strengthen 
the party in power.
